Fisher 
Urges Leasing 
Principle on 
Public Domain. 


Washington, Jan. 8.— Enlarged ap­ 
plication of the leasing principle as 
applied to the public domain, especial­ 
ly a liberal leasing law for the de­ 
velopment of the mineral resources 
of Alaska, particularly its coal lands, 
and immediate consideration by con­ 
gress of the whole subject of water 
power development and control, are 
the most important recommendations 
contained in the annual report of Sec­ 
retary of the Interior Fisher. 
A general overhauling of conditions

Alaska is needed, the secretary 
says. 
He favors a law for the retire­ 
ment of government employes, placing 
it on the ground of good business pol­ 
icy.

Washington, Jan 8 — On the theory 
that the federal government should 
investigate the problem of child fife 
as well as the diseases of animals, 
plants and trees, the house committee 
on education and labor has determined 
to report favorably the 
Peters bill 
providing for the creation of a chil­ 
dren's bureau. 
The proposed bureau w ill be an ad­ 
junct of the department of commerce 
and labor and w ill be charged with 
the duty of collecting information con 
cerning infant m ortality, child labor, 
delinquency, illiteracy, blindness and 
kindred subjects. 
This 
information 
will be made available for the use of 
the several states in dealing locally 
with the problems affecting the chil­ 
dren of the country. 
The senate committee on education 
has reported a sim ilar bill, introduced 
by Senator Horah, and this bill is now 
upon the senate calendar. 
It probably 
will be called up by the Idaho senator 
within the next few days. 
The chil­ 
dren’s bureau bill passed the senate 
during the Sixty-first congress, hut 
failed to reach a vote in the house.
